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der fire for some weeks in connec- 
tion with the Government's finan- 
cial reforms and proposed loans, 
resigned today and his resignation 
was accepted immediately by Pres- 
ident von Hindenburg. 
Simultaneously with Hilferding’s 
resignation the Reichstag adopted 
the emergency portion of the 
financial reform program. The 
new tobacco tax bill, under which 
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manufacturers producing at least a 
million cigarets annually will op- 
erate under Government license 
for a 15-month period ending 
“March 31, 1931, was approved, as 
was the unemployment insurance 
bill 

The Reichstag also adopted a 
measure for increased duty on 
feed bariey of from 2 to 5 marks 
for 1930, and then adjourned for 
the day. 

During the day the Reichsbank 
officially announced that an ar- 
rangement has been concluded be- 
tween the Reich's finance minis- 
try and a group of banks headed 
by the Reichsbank.’ Under this 
agreement the group will take 
over 350,000,000 marks of the 
Reich's treasury bills, to be re- 
funded at the rate of 50,000,000 
marks a month, beginning April 
15, 1930, out of a redemption fund 
provided for in a bill now before 
the Reichstag. 

Secretary Also Resigns. 

The interest rate will be one- 
half a per cent above the bank 
rate plus three-quarters per cent 
commission. The scrip may not be 
sold outside of Germany. 

The President appointei Paul 
Moidenhauer, Minister of Eco- 
nomic Affairs, to be Finance Min- 
ister ad interim. 

Prof. Jehannes Popitz, a state 
secretary in the Finance Ministry, 
has tendered his resignation  be- 
cause of a confidential circular he 
wrote early this week to the Gov- 
ernments of the different German 
States intimating that the Reich 
would be unable to meet its year- 
end obligations. It was alleged 
that he had no authority from the 
Cabinet to do this. 

The financia! situation has since 
been saved by an arrangement with 
German banks and the circular has 
been withdrawn, but its withdrawal 
was not before it caused wide- 
spread alarm among ail the Fed- 
eral State governments. 

Criticised by Schacht. 

Sharp differences. of opinion be- 
tween Finance Minister Hilferding 
and Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, head of 
the Reichsbank, have come to the 
fore during the past few weeks and 
the crisis in the differences be- 
tween the two men was reached 
during the past two days. 

The controversy came into the 
open when Dr. Schacht issued a 
memorandum in which he severe- 
ly criticised the Government's fi- 
nancial policy and ocntended that 
the Government was permitting 
the creditor Powers to exceed the 
demands granted them under the 
Young plan. He declared that a 
return to the terms of the Young 
pian was essential

W. H. Williams Says It Creates} jectea 


Greater Degree of Healthy 
Competition. 


William H. Williams, chairman 
of the board and executive com- 
mittee of the Wabash Railway Co., 
yesterday issued a statement com- 
mending the decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to 
create five railway systems in East- 
ern territory, instead of four, the 
plan at one time advanced. 

Williams says the true purpose 
of railroad consolidation is to 
create new routes, new gateways, 
and a greater degree of healthy 
competition. The Commission, he 
says, has taken .this constructive 
view of the program. 

The V-abash, with the proposed 
addition of the Lehigh Valley, 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, Seaboard 
Air Line and other lines, will serve 
some of the largest terminal areas 
of the United States, Williams 
says, including New York, Newark, 
Baltimore, Norfolk, Buffalo, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burg, Detroit, Toledo, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Des Moines 
and Omaha. 

Of the p:  josed consolidation, 
Williams says: 

“It connects the large industrial 
districts with important coal fielas, 
the Atlantic seaboard and the im- 
portant gateways to the West. it 
connects the iron and steel and 
rubber-producing territorites with 
the automobile-manufacturing cen- 
ters. It reaches the Northwest 
through Chicago and the car fer- 
ry routes across Lake Michigan, 
and will serve the West and South- 
west through the important gate- 
ways of St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Hannibal and Peoria, while the 
primary grain markets at Chicagd, 
Kansas City, Omaha and Des 
Moines will secure a one-line route 
to the Atlantic seaboard. North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama will have a 
one-line route to New York, Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, Detroit and other 
important rkets for Southern 
products. gives New Engiand 
an additional route to the West, 
as compared with the so-called 
four-party pian. 

“It makes pessible a substantial 
improvement in transportation 
service by offering a new compeu- 
tive route from Toledo, Cleveland 
and Pittsburg to New York, an in- 
terior route for Norfolk & Western 
coal to New England, by-passing 
New York and Philadelphia.

Pneumonia, Not Shot, Was Fatal 
to Mrs. Frank Bellows, 
Coroner Finds. 

An autopsy on the body of Mrs. 


Clara Bellows, 60 years old, wife 


of Dr. Frank Bellows, a dentist, 
2631 Keokuk street, disclosed that 
her death at Isolation Hospital Fri- 
day was due to acute bronchial 
Pneumonia, with erysipelas as a 
contributory cause.

books, is about $2,587,956 annually. 
Of the total expenditure for cloth- 
ing — $1,448,969.03 —the women 
spend $851,649.12 ‘and the men 
$597,319.91. Men, on an average, 
buy 2.27 suits a year at an average 
cost of $43.26; 1.15 overcoats av-~- 
eraging $37.70 each; 3.28 pairs of, 
shoes averaging .$8.79; 10.3 shirts 
averaging $2.38; 1.97 hats at $6.21; 
12.42 ties at $1.65; 9.04 suits of 
underwear at $1.91;°1.62 pairs of 
gloves at $2.73 and 16.2 pairs of 
hose at $1.31. 

The table for the clothing ex-, 
penditures for women shows wom- 
en students buy an average of 6.13 
articles of sport apparel at an 
average cost of $24.98; 1.65 coats 
averaging $85.40; 9.78 dresses at 
$31.55, 7.64 pairs of shoes at 
$10.41, 19.3 pairs of stockings at 
$1.93, 11.5 articles of lingerie at 
$3.35 and 4.44 pairs of gloves at 
$3.36. 

Men spend, on the average, $3.84 
a month each on motion pictures, 
whereas the average figure for the 
women is $2.47. Dances cost the 
men an average of $3.87 each a 
month, an item of expense which 
seems to be largely confined to the 
men as no report for the women is 
giver. 


For candy and ice cream. the 
average figure for the men is $4.17

From Fair to Excellent. 

Details of the reports received, 
under 37 business classifications, 
are a part of the Chamber of 
Commerce review. 

In five branches, the business 
prospects for 1930 are set down 
as excellent. These are shoe man- 
ufacturing, chemicals, railroad 
equipment, steel castings, and in- 
surance. Export trade prospects 
are also declared to be excellent. 

Under 21 of the 37 business 
classifications, the outlook for 
1930 is set down as good. These 
are the railroad, public utilities, 
printing office supplies, paint 
manufacturing, livestock and meat 
packing, iron and steel, electrical 
manufacturing, miscellaneous 
manufacturing, drug sundries, 
wholesale drug, coal mining and 
distributing, clothing manufactur- 
ing, brick and clay products, agri- 
culture and aviation industries, 
and the automobile retail sales, 
banking, building and loan, dry 
goods and notions jobbing, hard- 
ware jobbing, and miscellaneous 
jobbing lines. 

The business prospects in 10 
lines are reported as merely fair. 
These are: 

Automobile and parts manufac- 
turing, brokerage and investment, 
all classes of construction, con- 
struction materials, foundries, 
miscellaneous, hotels, machinery 
manufacturing, real estate; general 
retailing, stoves and furmace manu- 
facturing. 

Shoe Manufactures. 

The reports made for some of 
the most important of these lines, 
covering a comparison of 1929 
with 1928, and facts bearing on 
next year’s expectation of busi-

E follow from north to south the great

California. Our stages are sometimes 
as long ag 250 miles. Night in the redwoods 
is impressive. Every dozen miles or so rest 
camps—‘“motels” as they are called—have 
been built for the motorist population. Here 
simple and cheap accommodation is provid- 
ed in clusters of detached cabins, and the 
carefree wanderers upon wheels gather 
round great fires, singing or listening to the 
ubiquitous wireless music. Great numbers 
motor for amusement, traveling very light, 
usually in couples, and thinking nothing of 
a thousand miles in their little cars. Con- 
tinued streams of vehicles flow up and down 
at speeds which rarely fall below 40 miles 
an hour. 

The road by day recalls the Corniche 
roads in character and beauty of scenery, 
but is often more crowded. Its ribbon sur- 
face follows in the main the mountainous 
coast line, now rising to a thousand feet 
or more with awful guifs and hairpin turns, 
now spinning along almost in the ocean 
spray. What with the traffic, the precipices, 
the turns, the ups and downs and the high 
speeds, the journey is not dull and the scen- 
ery splendid. 

As we progress the vegetation changes. 
The giant redwoods die away; oak and oth- 
er English looking trees succeed them; and 
we flash across clear trout streams and riv- 
ers, much attenuated by the summer, and 
some even reduced to chains of pools. From 
the town of Eureka onwards, I noticed the 
palm, and a hundred miles further south the 
vegetation and aspect of the landscape be- 
come Italian. We now come into the land 
of grapes, and pause for luncheon at an im- 
mense wine factory. I forget how many mil- 
lions of gallons of California wines are stored 
in the mighty vats of its warehouse. Fer- 
mented! Certainly! Do not be alarmed, 
dear, Miss Anna, it is “for sacramental pur- 
poses only.” Nevertheless, there is a frag- 
rance in the air of which even the eighteenth 
amendment cannot deprive us.

Not to be tantalized, we hasten on, and 50 


miles to the southward, alight for refresh- 
ment before the verandahs and porticos of 
a pretty inn whose advertisement proclaims 
“Good Eats and Soft Drinks.”

Illinois Miner Makes:$3285 
Hunting Pearls Near Home 


Richard Thomas of Breese Has Unusual Way 
of Earning Extra Money—One Mussel 
Shell Brings Him $850. 


Wading up and down Shoal 
Creek near his home in quest of 
pearls in fresh water bivalves dur- 
ing spare times has proved a 
rather profitable pastime for Rich- 
ard Thomas, a coal miner of 
Breese, Ill. Thomas estimated that 
the plebeian mussel shell has 
yielded $3285 in the form of 12 
variously sized pearls which he has 
found and sold in the course of the 
last 15 years during such periods 
when the Breese North Mine has 
been closed or a strike in effect. 

Now 48 years old, he is usually 
assisted by one of his sons, Rich- 
ard, 14. Formerly his eldest son, 
now 24, helped nim. They wear 
old shoes in the summer and ruD- 
ber boots during the colder 
weather, wading in the shallow 
portions of the rock-bottom stream 
and carefully feeling out the mol- 


disposing of the other 12, all per- 
fect round pearls ranging from 12 to 
65 grains and™bringing prices run- 
ning from $40 to $850. The largest 
of these he sold five years ago to a 
New York buyer to be included in 
a $16,000 necklace, although the 
rest of the pearis in the strand 
were Oriental. Another Eastern 
expert who belatedly heard of this 
pearl, rebuked Thomas for selling 
it at such a figure, telling him 
that, so far as he knew, it was the 
largest perfect pearl ever found In

Rebroadcasts Opera, “Hansel and Gretel, _ 


Over Station KSD Tonight 


Four Artists From Metro- 
politan Will Take Princi- 
pal Roles—Concert by the 
Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra at 2 O’Clock. 


Playing of Mozart's Symphony in 
E-flat by the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra at 2 o'clock; an orches- 
tral concert directed by Willem van 
Hoogstraaten and a performance of 
the opera “Hansel and Gretel” by 
singers from the Metropolitan Op- 
era, both in the Atwater Kent hour, 
at 8:15 tonight—will be among 
ESD features today. 

The tragic life.of Mozart, which 
offers such drab contrast to the 
almost supernatural beauty of his 
music, finds no parallel in the his- 
tory of art save in that of John 
Keats, the English poet. Like 
Keats, he showed astonishing pre- 
cocity in early youth. He began 
to compose almost before he could 
articulate properly, and in his early 
twenties he was an acknowledged 
genius. At the age of 35 he had 
composed 40 symphonies and hun- 
dreds of other works. But as was 
also true of the poet, the flame of 
genius burned too brightly. Weak- 
ened by his labors and heart- 
broken by the world’s indifference, 
he died. The tragedy of his life 
was accentuated by his burial— 
the great Mozart, the master, tum- 
bled into a pauper’s grave. 


The “Symphony in E-Fiat” was 
one of the last works of Mozart. 
It was written, with two other sym- 
phonies, in six weeks by this genius 
who could compose intricate sym- 
Phonies almost as rapidly as he 
could write the notes on paper. 

Preceding the work of Mozart 


will be the delightful overture to jusic 


“The Secret of Suzanne” by Wolf- 
Ferrari. Although the composer 
was an Italian by birth, he lived 
most of his life in Munich, and his 
compositions are modeled after the 
prevailing German school. 


The third selection will be the 
work of a living composer, Richard 
Strauss. The tone poem, “Don 
Juan,” which will be played, is a 
musical transcription of the Don 
Juan theme which has played such 
a part in poetry. The theme with 
which both the numerous poems 
and the music deals—that of pas- 
sionate and enduring love—is por- 
trayed in the symphony with 
throbbing ecstasy, with fire and 
vigor, as well as subtlety, that have 
made the composition a great fa- 
vorite with symphony audiences. 

The concluding number will 
honor another great living com- 
poser, who Saturday evening was 
guest conductor of the orchestra 
during his present visit to Chicago. 
The work selected is the “Waltz 
No. 2 in F Major,” by Alexander 
Glazounow, the Russian com poser- 
pianist.

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British-Designed 
‘Bantam’ Austin 
to Sell at $500 
Production to Commence in 
February at Butler, Pa., 
Factory. ~ 


By the Automobile Editor. 
The “bantam” Austin, American- 


‘built car of English extraction, 


which is expected to.sell for less 
than $500, will go into production 
in February at the Butler (Pa.) 


Fy tne American-Built Austin will Look J Surprises i in 


tactory of the American Austin Car 


Co:, is is announced. The tiny 
car, with a weight of 950 pounds, 
which is approximately 1200 
pounds lighter than the Ford and 
1150 pounds lighter than the Over- 
land-built Whippet four, will do 
between 40 and 50 miles per gal- 
lon of gasoline and as much as 1500 
miles on one quart of oil, it is re- 
ported. 

Officials of the company assert 
the Butler plant is being equipped 
to produce 100,000 units the first 
year. By the fall of 1930, they 
state, it will be building 500 cars a 
day. Strenuous competition in the 
American small car market will un- 


‘ doubtedly follow, tf the company 


does what it says it will do. 

With an I-head, water-cooled, 
four-cylinder motor with detach- 
able head, and with 2.2-inch bore 
and three-inch stroke, the engine 
will develop 10.5 horsepower at 
2400 revolutions per minute. This 
40 horsepower at 
2200 revolutions per minute for 
the Ford, and 40 horsepower at 
3200 r. p. m. for the Whippet foyr, 
statistics show. 

Overall length of the Austin is 
110 inches, with full width of 46 
inches. Tires are balloon, 26 by 
3% inches: The track of 40 
inches is much less than is usually 
found on American cars. Equip- 
ment will include spare tire and 
wheel, automatic windshield wiper 
and speedometer. 

The “bantam” machine will at- 
tain a speed of about 58 miles an 
hour at a motor speed of 3800 r. 
p. m. It has registered as high 
as 90 m. p. h. when supercharged. 
Transmission is ball bearing 
throughout, comprising three for- 
ward speeds and one reverse. Hal 
elliptic cross .prings will be used 
in front and cantilever springs in 
the rear. Shock absorbers will be 
installed both front and rear. Four- 
wheel brakes of the internal ex- 
panding type will be used and hand 
parking brakes will be applied to 
all four wheels. 

In England the Austin occupies 
much the same relative position as 
does the Ford in the United States. 
It is expected that the standard 
British type bodies will be modi- 
fied to conform to American tastes. 
Two passengers may sit side by 
side comfortably in the Austin. 


lowa Will Spend 
$30,000,000 in 1930 
On Road Program 


Iowa will build approximately 
1000 miles of paving on its pri- 
mary road system in 1930, and 
grade 400 miles of the remaining 
600 miles of the system not now 
graded, Gov. Hammill has an- 
nounced. 

Such a program will call for the 
expenditure of about $30,000,000. 
according to the Governor, of 
which $26,000,000 would be used 
for paving. 

Iowa now has approximately 
2400 miles of primary road paving 
and 3300 miles of gravel, which 
means that $5 per cent of the pri- 
mary system is surfaced.

Front-Drive Car Marketed as 
Inventor of Automobile Dies 


the death of Dr. Carl Benz, who, 

45 years ago, conceived and built 
the forerunner of the modern au- 
tomobile, and the introduction of 
the front-drive passenger car, 
should occur in the same year. The 
front-drive principle represents the 
most important change in power- 
ing a motor vehicle since the 
“Benz-wagon,” as it was known, 
was brought out. 

It was a three-wheel affair, with 
a four-cylinder, high speed, inter- 
nal combustion engine, which was 
belted to a countershaft. The 
countershaft drove the rear wheels 
through a transmission chain from 
the shaft to each wheel. The sin- 
gle wheel in front was permitted 
free movement on its axle and 
functioned only in steering. 

Dr. Benz would have been great- 
ly interested in the apparent suc- 
cess of the front-drive car, built 
for the most part in conformity 
with designs by Harry A. Miller. 
whose cars for years have gained 
fame on the speedways of the 
country. 

Several world records have been 
made by front-drive cars. Dave 
Lewis drove a Miller special over 
a 100-mile course at an average 
speed of 133.709 miles an hour and 
over a 40-mile course at an aver- 
age rate of 101.170 miles an hour. 
Both records were made with 
front-drive cars of less than 122 
cubic inch cylinder displacement. 
After the racing motors were re- 
duced to 91 cubic inches, Earl 
Cooper. in another Miller front- 
drive, established the record of 
127.659 miles an hour for a five- 
mile run and Leon Duray, in the 
same type of car, averaged 124.71 
miles an hour over a 250-mile 
course. 

Following Benz's successful dem- 
onstration 45 years ago, a race was 
held. Forty-six creations were en- 
tered. It was on June fi, 1895, 
that cars constructed by Daimler, 
Benz, Panhard, DeDion, Peugot, 
Bouton and others not so well 
known, raced against each other. 
In Europe, the automobile indus-

try has since become firmly estab- 
lished. 

In America, progress was a bit 
slower. It was not until July 4, 
1894, that the two brothers, Elmer 
and Edgar Apperson, accompanied 
by Elwood Hayes and John Max- 
well, took their historic ride 
through the streets of Kokomo, 
Ind., in what has generally been 
conceded to have been the first 
American-made automobile. 

Less than a year later, Charlies 
E. Duryea and his brother, J. 
Frank of Peoria, Ill., exhibited the 
result of their mechanical genius 
and skill. By 1900, full realization 
of the. possibilities of the automo- 
bile were in evidence and the use 
of the automobile has grown at an 
amazing rate. 

During the years that have fol- 
lowed there have been many at- 
tempts to alter or improve the de- 
signs, but the changes were found 
to be either impractical or unpop- 
ular. 

One of the best known of these 
attempts was the instance when 
power was transmitted both to 
front and rear wheels and cars 
were built under the name of 
“four-wheel drive.” Just why this 
type of car proved unpopular can- 
not be definitely stated. 

To Harry Miller goes the credit 
for designing cars of less than 122 
the front wheels. -He reasoned 
that one type of hazard encoun- 
tered by the race driver—the skid- 
ding at unbanked turns—could be 
eliminated by the front drive. He 
reasoned that a driver could pull 
a car out of danger this way. 


While the first front-drive racing, 


car was being built for “Jimmy” 
Murphy, Murphy was killed in a 
race at Syracuse, N. Y., through 
the identical condition which the 
front-drive car was designed to 
eliminate. This was on Sept. 15, 
1924. 

Since 1924, Miller has steadily 
improved and tested his designs 
and his cars have played prominent 
parts in every important race.

A new front-drive car, however, 
will make its appearance, bringing 
the total of American-made cars of 
this type to three. The newest one 
will be more popularly priced than 
the others and should, accordingly, 
create even greater interest in this 
type. It is reported that the front- 
drive development has been splen- 
didly encouraged in America 
through the desire of manufactu- 
rers and sportsmen to give the 
“puller” type car a tryout. In one 
small manufacturing city nine of 
these cars were sold the day they 
were announced. . 

Bight-cylinder cars will be 
creased in number by the addition 
of several new models carrying fa- 
miliar name plates. This will be in 
line with the general custom on the 
part of manufacturers to offer cus- 
tomers a choice of engine type, and 
does not necessarily indicate that 
the six-cylinder brand of engine 
has outlived its usefulness even for 
high-grade equipage. Unless there 
are seven new eight-cylinder lines 
offered by the time the curtain goes 
‘up on the 1930 exhibitions, the six- 
cylinder cars will still lead in the 


motor. 

At this time there are 39 makes 
with six-cylinder power plants, as 
against 24 with eights. The elimi- 
nation of one or two of the makes’ 
that are in straightened financial 
circumstarices at the moment would 
not alter the reltionship, since 
these. makes are offered both in six 
and eight cylinder version.

this hospital and want to ask you to forgive and forget."’ 


It continued to say that he realized his wife had been 
‘a worthy companion,” but “I was on the wrong track 
and I took the method I did to rectify it," that he had 
“gone out of your life forever’ through no fault of hers. 

“Everything we had I give to you and I ask for noth- 
ing. You have worked hard for it and deserve it. If 
there are any papers I have to sign sefid them to me, and 
don’t wait too long as I am very sick with articular rheu- 
matism and my heart is bad... 

“IT have been distressed for a long time, it has grown 
on me. I had become frantic at times, which you must 
have noticed, and I lost all ambition to progress.” 

So Donovan gave his wife everything. And Mrs. Don- 
ovan has said that the properties are worth $165,000, on 
conservative appraisal. Against these holdings are mort- 
gages of less than $100,000. 

The writer asked Mrs. Donovan if it were true that her 
husband was sick of his life with her, that they'd had 
frequent quarrels, that difficulties between them were 
responsible for his disappearance. Mrs. Donovan denied 
it all. She said they had not quarreled; she said they 
got along without difficulty. 

At another time Mrs. Donovan stated: “If he was un- 
happy. be kept that information from me.” 

The beginning of December saw Donovan still in the 
hospital at Montreal, well on his way to recovery. As far 
as can he learned, Donovan has few funds. The money 
he and his wife made has gone to her side of the family. 

Now he plans to return to the States, to get away from 
the cold of the Dominion and find convalescence in the 
South. He says he will begin life over again, and that. 
it seems, is what he'll have to do. For the years of work 
in Decatur he can show no profit now. 


Baroness Carla Jenssen.

At 27 that career is over. Which is 

the only reason she was willing to talk 

about some of her adventures. 

The Baroness, a naturalized English- 
woman of Danish birth, does not refer 
to herself as a spy. The word does 
not exactly fit. She is, or rather was, 
a kind of free-lance intelligence agent. 
More precisely, she was never a pro- 
fessional but a special agent, called in 
by a certain famous intelligence serv- 
ice in Europe to help in unusual cases. 

And, to be even moré specific, she 
was customarily a decoy—a charming 
woman who slipped onto the scene 
after the intelligence chief had set 
the stage. After that her remarkable 
presence of mind told her what to do. 

It almost goes without saying that 
she speaks fluently all the principal 
languages of Europe, exercises most of 
the professions from nurse to dancer 
and knows the smart places on the 
Continent like a book. She was forced 
to give up her work because, through 
someone else’s blunder, her identity 
was disclosed to several rival intelli- 
gence services and so her usefulness 
ended. She began the work jin 1924. 

Though the Baroness talked to me 
willingly, she was, of course, very dis- 
creet. Naturally, she could not use 
specific names of people, nor even, in 
most instances, of places. She tells of 
an incident early in her career—one 
of the most dramatic in her experience 
—as follows: 

“TIT saw that the moment had come 
to pull my trick. 

“The man—a secret agent of an 
Eastern revolutionary committee—had 
lost his head and was begging for 
Kisses, 

“So I slipped out of the hotel room 
for a moment on some pretext and 
spread a narcotic liquid- on my lips, 
covering it with perfume to hide the 
taste of the drug.

“I returned to the room and, pre- 
tending to be affectionate, finally gave 
him a luscious but purely professional 
kiss. The handsome Oriental became 
drowsy at once. His eyes began to bat. 
his tongue became thick and then, in 
a few seconds, he fell back on the chair 
asleep. I should have waited a few 
minutes to make sure that he had got- 
ten a good shot of the stuff, but I was 
new in the intelligence game then, and 
I started going through his papers im- 
mediately. I worked feverishly. If 
I could discover details of a plot being 
organized in an Eastern colony of one 
of the big European Powers—my man 
had come to Belgium to buy arms—it 
would be a great feather in my cap! 

“Suddenly, as I was Jooking through 
his suitcase, I heard a cry: ‘You

AM to tell you my 
strange adventures {

go ahead with the plan. 
To begin with, I took the 
shell of a @erman torpedo 
which had been discharged 
against one of our ships but 
had failed to explode. To 
one end of this I fixed a 
small compressed-air engine, 
fitted with twin screws like 
any torpedo. The rest of the 
tube consisted of a big tank for com- 
pressed air, which was to be the mo- 
tive power. To the nose of the tube, 
then, I affixed one after the other two 
big round metallic barrels, each of 
which contained 400 pounds of TNT 
and a clockwork by which the charge 
could be exploded in any given period 
from five minutes to five hours. The 
strange craft was nine yards long and 
two in diameter. She weighed one and 
a half tons. Her speed was two miles 
an hour! 

The great day came at last. An 
Italian torpedo boat carried us—Dr. 
Paolucci, who was to make the at- 
tempt with me, and myself—away 
from the harbor in Venice, our final 
starting point, in the direction of Po- 
la. When night came we were only 
a few miles from the Austrian port.

and men silently, and stepped into 
the launch which, shrouded in dark- 
ness, started directly for the harbor 
line. The sea was calm, the night 
very dark and cold. From time to 
time it rained. 


S WE pushed on in the darkness 
A: could not but feel that the links

We had had. luncheon 
at our headquarters with numerous 
comrades who, having guessed some- 
thing of what we were engaged in, 
looked upon us-with interest and sym- 
pathy and also with some misgivings.

Then in absolute ei- 
lence Dr. Paolucci and I donned our 
rubber suite—they were watertight, 
save for holes in the hoods, through 
which to see—and: prepared to mount 
our craft. 

It was 10.13° when I started the en- 
gine and shoved off toward the har- 
bor lights. The craft moved through 
the water smoothly and silently, pres- 
sure in the air tank being about 3000 
pounds per square inch. Though we 
were actually eliding along in the dark 
sea upon a preséure tank and two 
barrels of TNT, still such was the 
tension I had worked up while car- 
rying out my experiment that I felt 
curiously calm and comfortable now 
that the undertaking was actually 
under way.

For a time we proceed- 
ed along the outside line of these en- 
tanglements and then came the tick- 
lish job of getting our torpedo craft 
over them in a diagonal line for the 
harbor mouth. 

The voice of the sea, the muffled 
rumble of the cylinders on the waves, 
made a chorus about us. Through 
the rain we directed the craft in, 
sometimes swimming beside her to 
lighten her over a chain, sometimes 
tugging and pushing, lifting her gen- 
tly through this avenue, that maze, 
or this little open pool.

sponding tilt upward. I struggled to 
right the thing. Finally it dawned 
upon me that the machine was fill- 
ing with water—I had left open the 
cock wigh which we had been grad- 
nally letting water into our craft, this 
being necessary if its balance and 
power were to be sustained. In a 
trice I closed the valve. Slowly the 
boat righted itself and resumed its 
snail-like progress. Relief came, re- 
lief accompanied by fatigue that was 
almost pain. 

At last we neared the bow of the 
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somehow my hands seemed clumsy, 
stiff. I worked desperately. 

Finally I hooked up with dismay— 
we had drifted with some unaccount- 
able current hundreds of feet past the 
stern of the Viribus Unitis. «Dawn 
was rising; we were comparatively 
near shore; in danger of a thousand 
eyes. We dared not guide our craft 
in the wide circle necessary to turn 
her around lest the phosphorescence 
betray us; so we slipped off into the 
water and managed to tow her about 
face. Again we dodged near the flag- 
ship. A few yards away I stopped 
my engine, tore loose the last lug 
holding the forward mine and, push- 
ing it ahead of me, swam to the side 
of the Viribus Unitis. 

Lights flashed aboard the ship; 
shouts of sailors echoed over the sea, 
and the myriad little voices of ship 
life made a kind of mysterious chorus. 
Down in the darkness with my mine 
I realized that in a little while all this 
would be no more.

LONDON. 
OR the first time in no one 
knows how long, all of Great 
Britain was united on a mat- 
ter involving Ireland. It 
took the death of a gallant 
Irishman to effect this 
strange unanimity of opinion. Parties 
and factions were swept aside in pay- 
ing tribute to the Right Honorable 
Thomas Power O'Connor. 

Paradoxically enough, most people 
never knew that his full name was 
Thomas Power O’Connor. He was 
known, familiarly and fondly, for 
years as ‘‘Tay Pay.’ A keen, alert fig- 
ure, Only a little stooped by his 81 
years. For.49 of those years, without 
a break, he was a member of Pariia- 
ment. He had become as fixed a part 
of London as Hyde Park or the lions 
on the Nelson monument. By his wits 
he carved out for himself an extraor- 
dinary career. 

O'Connor was born at Athlone, on 
the banks of the Shannon. Hijs father 
was of the small shop-keeping class, 
his mother the daughter of a non- 
commissioned officer of the Connaught 
Rangers. And the boy, having the 
run of the barracks, was brought 
up, as he often said, to the strains 
of “The British Grénadiers,’’ ‘Rule 
Britannia’’ and “The Red, White 
and Blue.” 

In 1870, at the age of 21, he ar- 
rived in London, friendiess and 
obscure. The Franco-Prussian War 
had broken out and his knowl- 
edge of French and German ob- 
tained for him a job as copy reader 
and translator on the Daily Tele- 
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graph. After a few years of this 
work he earned a precarious living as 
a free lance. During this period he 
wrote his first book,-a biography of 
Disraeli. It was so unsparing an at- 
tack that it gained for him his first 
political notice. 


‘CONNOR had worked in the 
() revorters gallery of the House 

of Commons, and had _ seen 
sympathy the rise of the 
Obstruction policy of Biggar and 
Parnell. But when, towards the end 
of 1879, a general election came in 
view, and he decided to make a bid 
for a seat in Parliament, he was dis- 
posed to run as a British Radical rath- 
er than as an Irish Nationalist. Hav- 
ing obtained a promise of nomination 
for an English borough, he went to 
Parnell to enlist the support of the 
Irish voters in the constituency, and 
mentioned that he was known to 
Frank Hugh O'Donnell, already a 
prominent member of the Nationalist 
party. The upshot was that O’Connor 
stood for the borough of Galway as 
fp Home Ruler and was elected as the 
junior member, but with a margin of 
only six votes. He was vice president 
at that time of the Lambeth Radical 
Association, the most aggressive of 
London political organizations.. After 
five years in Parliament he represent- 
ed, incongruously enough, for the re- 
mainder of his career an Irish constit- 
uency in England which is called Scot- 
land—-the Scotland Division of Liver- 
pool. 

A fortnight after the assembling of 
Parliament O'Connor made his maiden 
speech, advocating the suspension of 
the landlords’ right of eviction for 


two years, as a 
temporary mpa- 
sure for the al- 
leviation of the 
then acute ag- 
rarian trouble in 
Ireland. John 
Bright told Jus- 
tin McCarthy 
that he was 
charmed by the 
young man's 
brogue. It is 
probable, how - 
ever, that O’Con- 
nor’smelliflu- 
ously flowing 
voice soon grew 
tiresome to the 
House, for he 
was one of the 
most voluble 
and pertinacious 
talkers among 
the Parnellites, 
unaffected by

The coloring of her skin and 
the coloring of her hair were beau- 
tiful, and I found myself so inter- 
ested in reproducing them that I neg- 
lected to concentrate on what I had 
started out to do. So the result is 
something in between, half what 
I- wanted to do, half what I tried 
to do and failed. ’ 

‘But look at the third picture. They 
will say to me: ‘But this is not a 
woman. No woman ever looked like 
that.’ All right. I will tell them that 
is so. But here I’ve gotten what I 
went after. I have gotten within. 
Look at it. Look at the eyes, look at 
the mouth. You will not tire of it. 
The more you look at it, the longer 
you look at it, the more you will find 
in it. I think after you've looked at it 
often enough you will know something 
of what this woman really is.

Not just 
a woman's face. You will have looked 
within.”’ 

Kajiwara, not long ago, painted a 
picture called ‘Fairway.’ As its name 
indicates, it has to do with golf.

It 
shows the fairway between the tee 
and the hole, with trees along its edge, 
challenging bunkers between. 

But the artist has made no effort 
to reproduce grass, blade by blade.

The chloroform bottle, which young 
Satterthwaite was supposed to have 
drained of its jJethal contents, has 
been traced, his father told newspaper 
men, and it has been  definite- 
ly established that it could not 
have been purchased in New England. 
The nationally-known architect be- 
lieves that his son was slain, for some 
motive he cannot 
mine, by someone who came tc Cam- 
bridge for that special purpose. 


the father is the emphatic state- 

ment by Osgood Nichols, Harvard 
University sophomore, that his pal, 
young Satterthwaite, was murdered in 
his room, and was not a suicide, as 
claimed by the officials of the city of

In discussing his son’s mysterious 
death, Satterthwaite said: 

“There is no way this chloroform 
bottle could have reached the hands of 
my son.

Our investigations have proved 
that beyond all doubt.”

“I am fully convinced that it 
was a murder. We were very 
close pals. At first, I did not 
take much stock in the suicide 
theory, but did think it might 
have been accidental. It has 
since been absolutely proven to me 
that it was neither an accident nor a 
suicide, which leaves open only the 
murder theory. 

‘“T have no idea who would want 
to murder Russell, or what motive 
there would be for such a crime. The 
facts of the death, however, are such 
that they seem to point more to the 
theory of foul play than any other. 

‘‘For instance, remember, when the 
body was found, the chloroform was 
so strong that it had burned away the 
face beyond all recognition. If he had 
poured the anesthetic in his face 
and passed into a deep narcosis, it is 
not unreasonable that the room should 
have been in the condition in which it 
was found. 

“But it is not likely that he passed 
away in a deep narcosis. With such 
a terribly burning fluid as chloroform 
poured on his face, even though he 
became unconscious almost immediate- 
ly, the natural reflex action would 
have caused him to throw everything 
from him. No such condition was 
found. When the first of hia friends 
reached him he lay peacefully across 
the bed with nothing in the room dis- 
turbed.

What is said to be the first Eu- 
ropean doll ever brought to Amer- 
ica was presented to e little Vir- 
ginia Indian gir! in 1607 by a 
member of the ill-fated expedition 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. 

The youngsters of the pioneers 
brought European toy traditions 
with them, and they have re- 
mained. We have forged ahead on 
the mechanical side and in the 
development of constructive toys.

HEN all of the All-American 
W teams have been selected, and 

there is a lull on the Chica- 
go front, and Lindbergh is hiding 
himself, agitators seize the opportu- 
nity to draw attention to the rising 
tide of something or other.
